The Mistake Made by the Voters 
at the Last March Meeting. 


‘TheAsth Article of the warrant was 
for the town to adopt the. grade of 
streets as recommended by the Board of 
Public Works, as shown on certain plans. 
“This seemed a very innocent matter 
as no money was asked for, to carry out 
the plan. Indeed while.there seems to 
have been very little discussion, of the 
question, it looked as if it wete to pre- 
vent unnecessary expenditure, as the 
main, if not the only reason given in its 
favor was to prevent the Highway sur- 
veyor from covering up certain manhole 
covets already located. 

Of course it is a. question, how many 
of the voters understcod the plans, when. 
they voted to adopt them. : 

What is to be stated in this communi- 
cation relates only to the west side of 
the street, wliich the. town has to pro- 
vide for. . 

All of this concreting on the west side 
has-been done within about eight years. 
There is a good concrete gutter from the 
Square to the intersection of School 
street, near the top of the Hill, with 
proper entrances to »all of the estates 
needing them. With only a slight 
change (to be noticed in a later article) 
this has been the grade of Main street 

or many years. 

The water pipe with all of the hy- 
drants was put in to conform to it, as 
was the sewer pipe. 

If the grade of the street is made to 
conform to the rails of the Electric road, 
as recently located, nearly every rod of 
this gutter will not only be useless, but 
will have to be removed. 

No one.of the estates will be benefited 
by the’ change’and some of them will be 
much less easily réached than they now 
are. It will be noticed that this article 
relates only to the west side of the 
street, and to the mistake made in 
changing the grade on account of the 
cost to the town. ig :

ily papers whfch recently came into 
the possession of Mr. Field and which 
now are in custody of the record .com- 
missioners of Providence. 


Apparently the letter was written 
aftre the. capture of Capt. Kidd, 200 
years ago. It.is dated ‘Boston, 1700--1 
and is addressed to John Bailey, Esq., 
New York; It says in part:-— 

“I fear we are in a bad situation, We 
are taken for pirates and you must 
come to Boston as soon as you get this 
there is no one I can depend upon. 
You must come as soon as you get it, or 
I may not see you before I’m carried 
to Englond. If I don’t see you I will 
tel!’ you--where- my~money is, for we 
have plenty of that if it will. do any 
good, tt is buried on an island in Bos- 
ton harbor on the island in two chests 
containing from 15,000 to 20,000 pounds 
sterling in money, jewels and diamonds, 
They are buried about four feet deep, 
ith a flat stone on them arid a pile of 
stone nearby. There is no one that 
knows where it is but me now living 
as Dick Jones and I hid it when part 
of my_men were in Boston and the rest 
_aslee night; it is about-———up the 
hillside.} I want to see you before we 
are carfied to Old England if possible. 
If not; you must get all the witnesses 
ey favor and the best ofcounsel to 

elp. : 


I want you to see Col. Slaughter and 
John Nicholds and James Bogart and 
Capt: Houser, and Edward Leach and 
all that can do me any good. Say 
nothing to them about the money or 
that I have wréte to you. ‘You know 
my old friends in New York ani who 
will help me.
